EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The rejection of claims 26-28 under 35 U.S.C. §112 first paragraph has been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

The rejection of claims 1. 3-15. 18-23. 26-28 under 35 U.S.C. §101 has been 
withdrawn in view of the amendment. 



Remarlfs 

In response to Applicant's arguments that "The Examiner's Amendment, on 
pages 2-10 of the Notice of Allowability, includes the text of amended claims 1,4-7, 13- 
15, 18, 21, and 22 showing the added text with underlining. However, amended claims 
4, 7, 13, 15, 21 , and 22 do not show the deleted text with str i k e through. The Examiner 
has simply deleted the deleted text without marking it with str i kethrough, such that the 
only way to determine what text was deleted from claims 4, 7, 13, 15, 21 , and 22 in the 
Examiner's Amendment is to compare amended claims 4, 7, 13, 15, 21, and 22 in the 
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Examiner's Amendment with claims 4, 7, 13, 15, 21, and 22 as they appear in the 
Amendment of April 6, 2009. Furthermore, amended claims 1, 4-7, 13-15, 18, 21, and 
22 in the Examiner's Amendment do not include the claim numbers, although each 
claim is preceded by the statement "Claim [n] has been amended as", the Examiner 

notes that as set forth in MPEP 1302.04 [R-3] Examiner's Amendments and Changes: 

"37 CFR 1.121(g) permits the Office to make amendments to the specification, 
including the claims, by examiner's amendments without the need to comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(b)(1), (b)(2), or (c) in the interest of expediting 
prosecution and reducing cycle time. Examiners may continue to make additions or 
deletions of subject matter in the specification, including the claims, in examiner's 
amendments by instructions to make the change at a precise location in the 
specification and/or the claims". 

"As an alternative, the examiner's amendment utilizing paragraph/claim 
replacement can be created bv the examiner with authorization from the applicant. 
The examiner's amendment can also be created from a facsimile transmission or e- 
mailed amendment received by the examiner". 

Therefore, it is not necessary for the Examiner to compose an entire complete 
listing of the claims showing the added text with underlining and the deleted text with 
str i k e through, and including the claim numbers and appropriate status identifiers 
(Currently amended. Canceled, and Previously presented). However, as a courtesy, a 
new examiner's amendment is included herein below according Applicant's request. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

selecting an interactive mode of the reproducing apparatus in which the 
reproducing apparatus reproduces the AV data to display an AV picture, and 
reproduces interactive data to display an interactive picture in which the AV picture is 
embedded, the interactive data comprising additional contents in a plurality of different 
natural languages, the reproducing apparatus also being operable in a video mode in 
which the reproducing apparatus reproduces the AV data to display the AV picture 
without reproducing the interactive data; 

reading a startup file of the interactive data, the startup file comprising language 
information identifying the plurality of different natural languages of the additional 
contents of the interactive data; 

reading the language information from the startup file; 

determining which one of the plurality of different natural languages identified by 
the read language information is the same as a natural language identified by player 
language information stored in the reproducing apparatus; 
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reading a portion of tlie interactive data comprising additional contents in the one 
natural language that is the same as the natural language identified by the player 
language information stored in the reproducing apparatus; 

interpreting and executing the read portion of the interactive data to display the 
interactive picture, the interactive picture displaying the additional contents in the one 
natural language that is the same as the natural language identified by the player 
language information stored in the reproducing apparatus; and 

reproducing the AV data to display the AV picture embedded in the interactive 
picture,;

4. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1, wherein Jhe 
language information read f rom the startup file comprises Janguage inforrnation 
identifying a plurality of different natural languages used in a plurality of enhanced 
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navigation (ENAV) applications of tlie interactive data, eacli of wliicli comprises 
substantially similar additional contents but in a natural language that is different from 
natural languages of additional contents of the other ENAV applications. 

5. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1, wherein the 
determining of which one of the plurality of different natural languages comprises 
reading the player language information stored in the reproducing apparatus from a 
system parameter table stored in the reproducing apparatus in which the player 
language information is stored as a system parameter. 

6. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim 1, wherein the 
determining of which one of the plurality of different natural languages further comprises 
reading a system parameter SPRM 0 according to a DVD-Video standard that is stored 
in the reproducing apparatus as the player language information stored in the 
reproducing apparatus.

reading language information from a startup file of the ENAV data on the optical 
disk, the language information identifying a plurality of different natural languages used 
in the ENAV data;

18. (Currently amended) A method of reproducing audio-video (AV) data in an 
interactive mode supported by interactive data associated with the AV data, the method 
comprising: 

selecting an interactive mode from a plurality of modes comprising the interactive 
mode and a video mode, the interactive mode being a mode in which the AV data is 
reproduced to display an AV picture and the interactive data is reproduced to display an 
interactive picture in which the AV picture is embedded, and the video mode being a 
mode in which the AV data is reproduced to display the AV picture and the interactive 
data is not reproduced; 

reading language information from a startup file of the interactive data, the 
language information identifying a plurality of different natural languages used in the 
interactive data; 
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reading a portion of tlie interactive data tliat is in one of tlie plurality of different 
natural languages identified by the read language information that is the same as a 
predetermined natural language; and 

interpreting and executing the read portion of the interactive data to display the 
interactive picture:

22. (Currently amended) The reproducing method of claim.^18, wherein the 
natural language identified by the player language information is a natural language of a 
menu of the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of an audio stream to be 
reproduced by the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of a caption to be 
reproduced by the reproducing apparatus, or a natural language of a portion of the 
interactive data to be read in the reading of a portion of the interactive data.

26. (Previously presented) The reproducing method of claim 1, wherein the 
startup file and the language information are not read in the video mode. 

27. (Previously presented) The reproducing method of claim 14, wherein the 
language information is not read from the startup file in the video mode. 

28. (Previously presented) The reproducing method of claim 18, wherein the 
language information is not read from the startup file in the video mode.
